Just to supplement what I posted earlier today, I measured the tap 
positions in my Hauff enclosure mounted Rainbow Tuner. With a 2000 
ohm load I get lowest SWR with the 10 turn tap at 10.1 Mhz and the 

8 turn tap at 7 MHz. My toroid has 35 turns as specified in the 
Rainbow Tuner manual. I did these tests using my Autek RF-1 Analyst 
and was able to acheive a match of better than 1.3:1 on 10.1 MHz and 
1.1:1 on 7 MHz.

Alan, 


A wire log periodic is certainly possible, but do not expect gain greater 
than a 3-element Yagi, although you might well expect full band coverage 
with a good SWR. The gain you get will depend on how high the antenna 

is, since it would appear that it will be below 1/2 wl. West coast to 
east coast is a fairly low angle path. The antenna would have to be about 
1/2 wl up to give good low angle response with full gain. Get it up as 
high as possible. The effort might be wasted if it is only up about 35' 
since all the gain will be at a very high angle. 


Before investing all the energy into a 4-element job, you might consider a 
2-element wire Yagi as a starter antenna to see how well it will do over 
and above a simple wire doublet. Then expand. The wire will be resuable 
in the bigger array later. 


Be sure to read the ARRL Antenna Book material on log periodics to 
understand how they respond so that you will know how to prune and adjust.

There were several radio sets that were originally intended for use by the Office 
of 

Strategic Services (OSS) during WWII that were loosely based on the British B-2 
"Suitcase Radio" of WWII spy fame. 


The set that was eventually "officially" adopted was called the SSTR-1 (Strategic 
Services Transmitter/Receiver #1) that put out about 15 watts (which takes it out 
of the 

QRP category). The radio was built around three modules, a TX, RX and power supply 
that 

were scaled so that each module could fit inside a loaf of European bread (Lord 
knows 

why!) . 


SSTR-1 was dropped via B-17/B-24 "Carpetbagger" missions all over Europe and 
Scandanavia 
until the end of WW-II. 


This may be the rig you are refering to. 


In addition to the SSTR-1, the OSS needed a "real" radio set that could be air 
dropped 

with covert operators (black ops) that would be not only more reliable but easier 
to use 

by indiginous forces. 


This "new" radio set was called the RS-1 (Radio Set #1) and consisited of a 
superhet 

receiver (RR-2) covering 3-24 MC in 3 bands capable of receiving AM, CW and (when 
carefully tuned) SSB emissions. The crystal controlled transmitter (RT-3) was a 
two tube 

design (6AC7 osc & 2E26 PA) that put out between 10-15 watts on CW only and 
covered 3-22 

MC. The two power supplies (RP-2 & RP-3) offered multiple voltages and (in the 
instance 

of the RP-3) 6 volt battery operations and hand cranked generator (G-43) voltage 
sources. 


This RS-1 later was adopted by the US Army Special Forces and called the GRC-109. 
The 

only differences were the nomenclature (the receiver was the R-1004, the 
transmitter was 

the T-784 and the power supplies were PP-2684 & 2685). As for physical 
differences, the 


only outward difference was on the transmitter: The T-784 had an additional jack 
added 

near the "KEY & GROUND" jacks that facilitated attachment of the GRA-71 code burst 
adaptor. The GRA-71 allowed SF RTOs to transmit their CW mssgs at 300 WPM! 


The GRC-109 is a great little radio set and they were in use by the US Army 
Special 

Forces in Viet Nam and thru the mid 1980s even though they had access to much more 
modern equipment. The main reason: the GRC-109s would not break! The OSS never 
officially used the RS-1 in WWII, although the design is definately mid-WwWII. It 
would 

not be unreasonable to imagine that early versions of the RS-1 were employed at 
the end 

of the war. The RS-1 saw a lot of use by the CIA (the successor to the OSS) in the 
late 

40s and thru the 50s in Asia (especially Tibet) and other areas of interest where 
the 

CIA would train indiginous covert operators in the use of the RS-1, COMSEC and 
basic 

spying operations and then air drop them into their country to supply near real 
time 

HUMINT. 


If you can find a GRC-109 (Fair Radio had some units but I believe that they are 
all 

sold by now) you can own a real piece of radio history that you can actually use 
on the 

ham bands. Mine is in use several times per week on 40 meters. The TX will match 
anything from 75 to 1000 ohms and likes end fed wires just fine! There is even a 
tiny CW 

key mounted on the top of the TX. The RX is a bit broad but a RS DSP unit works 

wonders 

on the receiver. 


Hope this helps.

I actually completed my Ten Tec 1330 about a week ago but finally got 
the chance to sit down and do the final alignment and testing. Overall, 
I enjoyed this project. The few minor glitches in the manual were not 
problematic as long as the builder pays attention to what is going on. 
The kit looks like its putting out an honest 2.5 watts from a 12 volt 
battery pack. I was able to set the VFO up for the width that I wanted 
with no problems and I really like the "throw" on the RIT control once 
it's aligned. Hint: use a frequency counter for accuracy if you can 
although the other suggested alignment methods will also work with care. 
Now I've started on the Rainbow Tuner for use with the 1330. The 
Machined Black Metal case kit makes the tuner and 1330 look like they 
were made for each other. I must admit I'm somewhat partial to Ten Tec 
gear but this kit is well worth a look for anybody who wants to add 30 
meters to there station for a reasonable price.

ASTRONOMERS NEED HELP FROM HAMS ... 


There was a MAJOR GAMMA RAY BURST that occured on August 27, 1998 at 
1022 UTC from a neutron star 15,000 light years away. This burst was 
so strong, it ionized the E and F layers on the NIGHT side of the Earth, 
ionized the D-layer for extreme absorption for many minutes, and 
saturated gamma- and X-ray sensors on satellites. Only two other 

major gamma ray bursts have ever been detected, one in 1979 and another 
in 1984. This is an extremely rare astronomical event that is caused 

by a generation of power so intense it is almost beyond explanation. 


Experimental physics VLF monitoring circuits maintained by Stanford 
University recorded this absorption down to the tens of KHz!!! But 
because this event occured in the very early morning hours in the U.S., 
there is virtually no record of this event. 


WERE YOU ON THE AIR/LISTENING TO xANY* RADIO ON AUGUST 27, 1998 AT 
1022 UTC? (That is 0322 Pacific Time, 0422 Mountain, 0622 Eastern U.S. 
Time) The VLF records show about a 5 minute period of total RF 
absorption ... that is, a total communications blackout. However, it 
is not known what duration this event may have had in the HF portion 
of the spectrum, whether shorter or longer (the later is likely). 

This would have caused a total/near total blackout on the AM broadcast 
band (550-1750 KHz), 40M, etc. for several minutes. 


If you have a recollection of noticing this event, or specific data 


from say a QSO in progress, please send me the information and/or 

post it to either QRP-L or G-QRPL. This is an opportunity for hams to 
make a contribution to a rare scientific study if you were lucky enough 
to witness it in some form or another. 


There was also a SEVERE geomagnetic storm that occured shortly after 
this gamma ray burst on August 27th ... which is being investigated if 
it may have been triggered by this event. 


>From the Stanford University VLF data, it appears the blackout would 
have occured from a line drawn from just west of Hudson Bay in 

Canada to the tip of Baja California and WESTWARD to central Russia. 

This was the side of the Earth that was facing the neutron star when 

the gamma rays arrived. 


This is an extremely rare and interesting astronomical event, and I 
will post some details on what happened, what the significance of 
gamma radiation from 15,000 light years away is, etc. in the next day 
or two. 


About an hour ago, a press release with the VLA images of the neutron 
star (SGR 1900+14) was placed on the observatory's web page at: 
www.nzrao.edu for those so interested in the images.

Identifying the source of this gamma ray burst was observed, in part, 
by our own Dr. Dale Frail, using the Very Large Array Radiotelescope 
in Socorro, New Mexico.

Brians (and others), 

Actually, that is a very good question that has an interesting answer, 
at least as I understand it from all the activity at the observatory 
past couple of days. 


First, the VLA radiotelescope is used by visiting astronomers 24 hours 
a day and is "booked up" about 6 months in advance. To use the 
instrument, you must submit an observing proposal, which are reviewed 
and those with proper merit are granted for the next 6 month period. 
There is virtually no free time on the radiotelescopes. 


The gamma burst occured on August 27th, and it was not until Sept. 31rd 
that Dr. Frail was able to "steal" some telescope time on the VLA to 
search the region of the sky where it appeared to originate from. 
Fortunately, he was able to find an object, SGR 1900+14, that was 
still emitting vast amounts of power. A mere few days later, the 

star returned to being a low-level "point source" object. While this 
pretty much confirms the source of the gamma emitter, now referred to 
as a "magnetar," it *isx a sample of one, and with such a short duration 
event, it was not observed by anyother instruments other than the 
satellite detectors (which saturated from the power and thus provides 
little real data). 


Astronomers are brilliant people, but like any science, you tend to 
be confined to your own discipline. There was no thought of checking 
other indicators, such as if our ionosphere reacted to it, because 
prior to yesterday, astronomers would tell you that a gamma burst to 
do that would just have to be huge beyond human comprehension. And 
with the satellite sensors saturating, nobody knew how powerful this 
event really was, but certainly not powerful enough to ionize our 
atmosphere. 


Then yesterday, it was learned that Stanford University recorded a 
total absorption event on their VLF path receivers around 10 KHz. 
This is a system of transmitter and receivers located at various 
places (like Bangor, WA and CA with receivers in Boulder, CO to 
mention a few I know of) that use VLF to perform plasma physics 
experiments. Their August 27th data shows total absorption occuring 
at 10 KHz (not sure of the exact frequency used) at exactly 1022 UTC 


and lasting 5 minutes. This is an unexplained phenomenon at such low 
frequencies, as it would require a huge ionizing event where the 
radiation reached the lower portion of our atmosphere, if not striking 
the earths surface itself. In turn, they contacted the solar people 
to find out if a major flare had occured at that time, even though 

the effected area was in darkness. Eventually this led to realizing 
it occured exactly when the gamma burst arrived, and suddenly 
scientists of various disciplines started talking to eachother. 


The "big deal" about this is that for gamma radiation to strike the 
earth, coming from 15,000 light years away, sufficient to ionize 

even the D-layer (closest to the earths surface) and cause absorption 
into the KHz range, would require power unlike ever before recorded. 
Another big deal is that gamma radiation, itself, would likely not 
cause a geomagnetic disturbance, if indeed the geomagnetic storm that 
same day is related. This implies that a cloud of PARTICLES (heavy 
stuff) was traveling along with the radiation shock wave at nearly 
the speed of light ... indeed, in itself a most unusual occurance. 


In summary ... this is the FIRST TIME EVER that a celestial event outside 
of our solar system has effected the earth's environment. And that 

is a "big deal." Scientists involved mull over this data and tend to 

be very cautious before making a press release with such a profound 
Significance, and hence the one month delay. This gamma burst 

discovery xwillx alter our understanding of cellestial physics.

I couldn't stand the 
relays on CW. I really liked many things about the rig.. best interface to a 
computer on a rig I have come across. I also found that even though I had 
the 500 filter in it, it didn't compare, in my opinion, to the 930 I sold to 
help pay for it. The 930 seemed to have much better noise fighting ability. 
Which is essential for bad band days and QRP work. Both rigs seemed to work 
very well at QRP levels. The relays in my 930 were hardly noticeable. 


I have some rigs I can get at a good price: A Ten Tec Omni V in excellent 
condition with 1.8 SSB filter, 500 and 250hz CW filter (I think this rig 
uses a relay for TX/REC, and not sure how loud. I don't care about general 
coverage receive, never used it on any of my rigs. Another possibility is a 
really good condition Yaesu FT990 AC with latest firmware and computer 
interface. Third choice is a good condition 940SAT with extra CW and SSB 
filter and desk mike.

how well the MFJ 9420 SSB Travel Radio performed with the add-on CW 

adaptor (MFJ 415B). I apologize for not having fed this info back to the list 
sooner. 


I received a total of 7 responses to my query. Overall I would say there 
was consistent glowing praise for the MFJ9420 itself on SSB. It is 
apparently everything that MFJ claims it is in their advertisements. 

The add-on CW adaptor on the other hand appears to to be simply an 
after-thought. 


Some of the comments I got regarding the use of the MFJ9420 on CW using 
the adaptor were (paraphrased) 


- ok for casual operating but would need an external cw filter for 
reasonably crowded band conditions 


- save your money and buy an SW20+ instead of the CW adaptor 
- waste of money 

- sidetone is raspy 

- semi-QSK with no CW filtering, no RIT

little SSB rig. Consistent response that operation on CW with the add-on 
CW adaptor (MFJ 415B) is mediocre at best.

Alan and gang, 


Part of this discussion has been off the list, but I think this may 
interest more readers than just Alan. Also note that I have changed the 
subject and taken the word Enclosure out, because I don't think this 
‘problem’ has anything to do with the enclosure. 


I am in my shack/office now and had a break in work, so I took out the 
Rainbow tuner and dug up an 820 Ohm resistor that looked like it could 
stand a little abuse. 


With that as a load I get SWR < 1,5 on tap positions 3 and 4 (f=7 MHz). 
The tuning range where this holds, is a lot wider on pos. 4. The SWR is 
probably better in the middle of the range in pos. 4 than it is on pos. 
3, but I cannot see the exact values on the Rainbow display. 


So the tuner tunes OK. In practice I think I would adjust the 1/2 wave 
antenna length a little, so the impedance changes enough to accommodate 


the tuner's limited capabilities for exact matching and tune the 
resultant reactance with Cvar. 


Remember, with a 2000 Ohm resistor I couldn't get that low at all. 
Always two leds lit. 


My toroid is not wound exactly as in the manual, but the following 
holds, IMO: 

Exact match SWR=1,0 can be achieved only for 4 particular values of 
(resistive) load impedance. A reasonable reactive part can be tuned out 
with the Cvar, but the resistive part needs to be suitably sized for one 
of the taps to get a xveryx low SWR. 


If the goal is SWR <1,5, the requirement for the resistive part to be 
equal to one of four values is relaxed. How much? I cannot say. 


Obviously there are load values which cannot be matched to SWR < 1,5. In 
my case 2000 Ohm is such a value.

Home Page came up. URL http://users.ids.net/~hb_elec/44Magupdate.htm 


I couldn't resist taking time out from parts hunting for the NC20 to look at 
the 44 Magnum info. Note that Bob mentions that the kit is being produced 
with an agreement with NorCal. That agreement is that they may use our name 
in the description and advertising of their kit. We do not receive any 
renumeration of any kind. The reason that we gave permission is that we 
feel that it gives QRPers more information as to what the product is and its 
history. We were thrilled to have the 38 Special live on, although in a far 
better form than the one that we produced. That has happened before with 
NorCal kits. The NorCal 40A from Wilderness is a much better radio than our 
club kit, as it should be. The same goes for the Sierra. Also, Vibroplex 
will be making small improvements to the K8FF NorCal Paddles when they 
market them. It is the nature of the game and something that we are proud 
of, that a club has the ability to generate viable commercial products from 
their endeavors. It is what ham radio is supposed to do. Bob Berlyn has 
worked very hard to improve the 38 Special, in fact, it has changed so much 
that they had to come up with a new name. I heartedly endorse all of the 
things that they have done. Their development was caused by the 
experimentation and suggestion of all of us here on qrp-l. 


The status of the project is that the round one prototype boards are in, 
and Paul and Bob will be building the first circuit board prototypes in the 
next two weeks. Paul hopes to have one at Pacificon for us all to see. The 
project is almost done. I can hardly wait. If you have web access, please 
go and take a look at the pictures of the board layout and the case.

Updated Sept12, 1998 

For those new to QRP, the 38-SPECIAL was last year's NorCal club kit. It 
was a Simple 30M transceiver with a superhet receiver. The 38-S, designed 
by Ori Mizrahi-Shalom, AC6AN, was enormously popular and is no longer 
available. NorCal continues to receive requests for the kit. It is being 


completely redesigned and improved by HB Electronics' Bob Berlyn-N1PWU, with 
assistance from Paul Harden-NA5N, under an agreement with the NorCal QRP 
Club. I would like to thank you all for the calls, letters and E-Mails 
asking about our progress and offering encouragement. Its almost done. 

Here is an updated list of standard features:

Built in battery back up option will allow the 
operator to save all his favorite settings with the inclusion of a simple 
three volt battery. The kit may also be used with a straight key with no 
modifications. 

* IF FILTERING has been improved with the design of a new crystal IF 
filter. Crystal filter has been upgraded to a -26dB USB rejection design.. 

* VFO rather than the VXO of the original 38 Special. A VFO has been 
designed to run at approximately two megahertz which will enhance stability. 
VFO tuning uses a tuning diode design rather than costly variable 
Capacitors. 

x RIT control, front panel mounted is standard. 

* AUDIO AMPLIFIER with front mounted volume control is standard. An audio 
amplifier has been designed to improve audio output. The kit will be able to 
drive a small speaker. 

* RF GAIN control, front panel mounted. 

* INPUT Pre-selector is a dual slug tuned transformer design for easier 
front-end alignment and improved rejection of unwanted signals. 

* MORE RECEIVER GAIN is achieved by adding a 2N3904 amplifier follows the 
product detector for 6dB more audio gain in receive; same amplifier serves 
as the first xmit driver in transmit. 

* VARIABLE BFO has been added to set the CW tone to your liking and to 
match center-frequency of the audio filter as well as side tone. 

* SIDE TONE from on-board oscillator, set at a nominal 750Hz. 

* ACTIVE AUDIO CW FILTER is a 2-pole 300Hz BW active bandpass filter using 
a TLO82 optimized at 750Hz. 

* VOLTAGE REGULATOR is a zener/series regulator transistor scheme instead 
of 7808 for better RF immunity at 5W. 

* PRINTED CIRCUIT BOARD features plated through holes and screened for 
component locations. Size is approximately 4x6 inches. 

* ADJUSTMENTS for Side tone, TiCK audio (telemetry) located onboard. 

The 44 Magnum will be board kit with all controls provided and mounted on 
the circuit board. The kit is being designed as an easy to build kit that 
will appeal to the experienced as well as new builder. Technical support 
will be available by E-Mail or telephone. 

The development of the 44 Magnum has taken much longer than we expected, 
primarily due to the PA design in the transmitter section and the VFO 
design. We discovered that the IRF-510 is completely inadequate as a 
reliable RF final amplifier, as any of you that built the 5 Watt mod for the 
38 Special already know. This demanded a complete redesign of the 
transmitter power amplifyer section. This has taken an extraordinary amount 


of time to design. 

Offering the kit on additional bands required us to rethink the original 
design. TheVXO of the 38 Special design was impractical for this purpose. 
Ultimately it became necessary to design a VFO into the 44 Magnum to 
accomplish this. As you can imagine, all this takes time. The design, 
however, is essentially complete. We have started ordering the components 
to make up the kits. Our hope is to be in the prototype stage of the project 
very soon. 

The design team decided from the beginning that the radio will not be 
released until the design is complete, correct and reproducible. It is our 
goal to produce a quality, affordable QRP kit that will be around for many 
years to come.

Rainbow gang, 


I have to retract what I said in an earlier post about the enclosure not 
having to do anything with the problem I had with my Rainbow tuner. 


In fact it has. Doug Hauff says somewhere in the manual that the 
anodized finish on the aluminum is a good isolator. It's so good in fact 
that the ground of the BNC jack/the circuit wasn't connected to the case 
at all. 


I have a solder tag on the BNC jack and it is connected to a tag on the 
black ground terminal and via a short wire to the ground pin of the 
bridge on the PCB. The ground pin of the tuner part is connected via the 
jacket of the small size coax I used to interconnect the bridge and the 
tuner. So, in principle all grounds are connected and the circuit is 
complete. 


However, the case was floating with respect to the circuit inside and 
this seems to mess up things really good. (I got suspicious when the 
enclosure seemed to work as an antenna during receive.) 


If you want to test if the BNC jack or the black ground terminal are 
connected to the case it is important to note that in my case of the 
four bolts holding the cover only two made contact with the enclosure 
body and of the three screws holding the PCB only two made contact with 
the enclosure body. Also, of the four switches only three made contact 
with the case, the handles of the switches that is. 


To see what difference grounding the enclosure would make, I put a 
solder tag under the screw in the tuner section of the board - I 
verified it to have contact with the case - and soldered the tag to the 
nearby ground pin. 


After grounding the case in this manner, the 2000 Ohm test resistor 
could be tuned easily to SWR < 1,5 on pos. two and three. (Tuning range 
on one of these positions was narrower than on the other.) 


xBeforex grounding the case, I had tested with several load resistor 
values on 7 MHz: 820, 1500, 2000, 2700, 3300, 3900 and 7500 Ohm. All 
these could be tuned to SWR <1,5 x*x except 2000 and 3900 Ohms xx. 


(BTW, I made my toroid with only 30 turns, which allows it to tune 40, 
30 and 20 m with the bigger section of the variable cap, 150 pF (trimmer 
on the back at minimum). I put the taps at 3, 5, 7 and 9 turns.) 


Now that I grounded the enclosure my earlier measurements have obviously 
lost their validity. 


Comments please ....

You ever have that "sumpthin' ain't right here" feeling? Well, I have, and 
over the years I've learned to listen when that little voice spoke. 


I was assembling some KnightSMiTe kits when I got that feeling. So, I 


started to double check everything and noticed that there were two physical 
sizes of 820pF capacitors in my box. They were the same width and length, 
but some felt a little thicker than others. (now remember, these are 
Surface Mount parts in the 0805 size, about the size of a Horseflyspeck -- 
and, they are unmarked) My capacitor checker said sure enough, the thicker 
ones measured .077uF! 


I'd just received them from Mouser, so called to tell them they sent the 
wrong value, marked (on the package) as the right value. The customer 
service guy said they'd check their stock and call me back. Ina couple of 
hours the call came, and they said I was right, their stock was wrong, and 
they had arranged to ship replacements from another warehouse. 


The next day, I got a package with the replacement parts, this time the 
correct value. That afternoon I got a call from Mouser asking if the parts 
had arrived and if they were the correct value. 


The nice thing about this exchange is that they never questioned me or my 
assertion about their stock, they just jumped to take corrective action 
immediately. 


So, if your KnightSMiTe is not working right, check the values. Something 
may have slipped through in error. If you didn't receive all of your 
parts, just let me know, and we will correct any errors. Also, if you have 
lost one or two of the tiny parts, or burnt them up, send me an SASE with 
your needs, and I will replace the parts for you. (parts, not a whole 
kit!)

I'm sorry, I'm sorry. In my enthousiasm about finding something to set 


straight, like grounding the case, I forgot to switch off the bridge 
part of the Rainbow when measuring with the RF Analyst. 


In the shack at work I used my Sierra and the Rainbow SWR bridge to 
determine the match. 


At home, where I took the unit later in the evening, I have no HF rig, 
so I used my RF Analyst from Autek Research. It doesn't have enough 
power to activate the SWR bridge in the Rainbow and I should have 
switched it out of the circuit, but I forgot. The bridge makes the SWR 
look much better from the RF Analyst / TX side of things, so I got too 
good readings all over. 


When measuring input SWR w/o the bridge switched in my RF Analyst says I 
get no better than SWR = ca. 1,3 with optimum resistive load for each 
tap position. 


There are still values of load resistance that are not very good 
matches at any tap position, but they are now different values than 
before grounding the case. 


I'm sorry if I've mixed anybody up with my partly mistaken results. It's 
an ongoing project ...

From here on, le'ts drop the subject of how much bandwidth is 
accepable and let our administrivia gurus pass judgement. They own this 
piece of cyber real estate, we are merely renters 


Now, to the amazingly scientific survey conducted by Mr. Know-It_All: 
Folks, 


General Consensus seems to be: 


A. Be VERY honest about condition of the equipment. Although a 
buyer may have expectations that STILL exceed your claims, the more 
honest you are, the less chance of confusion. Also, post conspicuously 
that the item is sold "AS IS". That also cuts down on the confusion. 


B. Have the buyer send the full amount either check, Money Order, 
or COD. Don't mess with any 50% now, 50% later stuff. Wait for the 
check to clear before shipping. An honest person doesn't mind, a 
dishonest one may be shown by his/her impatience. 


C. Insure it for full value. Helps to reduce problems if the 
item's damaged in transit. 


D. Buyer, get the name, address and phone number of the seller; 
seller, do the same. Look up each other's calls in one of the books, and 
call each other on their enclosed phone numbers. This provides 
reassurance that you are actually dealing with who you think you are, 
and provides you a chance to meet and become comfortable with each other. 


E. Finally, trust. Both of you are at a slight risk, but everyone 
that answered my original question seemed to agree that the people in 


this "club" are some of the most honest available. 


Like I said in the earlier post, it'll take me a couple more days to 


thoroughly check the condition of the rig I want to sell, so sometime 
early next week I should be posting it.

> C'mon folks, I asked a simple question, and got a simple reply. If

> C. Insure it for full value. Helps to reduce problems if the 
>item's damaged in transit. 


Pack it well!!! As a rule, use at least 4" of packing material on xALL* sides 
for an average-density item. Light/tiny or heavy/big adjust accordingly. 
Remember UPS and other shippers pass your delicate gizmo through conveyor 
systems that *WILL* drop it onto a hard surface. *ALL* of the shipments I've 
received that were damaged were due to inadequate shipping (1" of foam doesn't 
do it), and the primary hazards are dropping and crushing. If you use the 
factory box, put that box INSIDE an outer box; the factory box was often not 
intended as the final packing shell. If the factory box had some styrofoam 
inserts, use those *CORRECTLYx; if the styro inserts are worn, broken, or 
incomplete, consider using bubblepack instead.
